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SESSION TURNED INTO NEAR-MOB SCENE 
House Votes Jobless Pay Bill 106-14 


HARRISBURG (UPI)— Gov. 
William W. Scranton’s key un­ 
employment compensation bill 
cleared the General Assembly 
Friday night while House Dem­ 
ocrats staged a mass walkout 
and turned the session into a 
near-mob scene. 


The House capped a week 
filled with partisan bitterness 
and frazzled nerves by passing 
the measure amid chaos and 
sending it to Scranton by a 
106-14 vote. Democratic absenc­ 
es accounted for the sparsity 
of negative votes. 


When the smoke had cleared, 
it was apparent the 46-year-old 
governor had won a major po 
Utica! victory — passing his 
jobless benefits program with 
paper thin GOP majorities in 
the face of strong opposition 
from 
organized 
labor. 
While 
the governor denied 
he 
was 
thinking in national terms when 
pushing the bill, there was lit­ 
tle doubt he had enhanced his 
image as a presidetial d a r k 
horse prospect. 


Second Uproar 


The walkout was the second 
uproar triggered by the Dmo- 
cratic minority which earlier in 
the day had leaped to its feet 
shouting demands that a detail 
of 
state 
police 
be 
removed 
from the chamber. The police­ 
men, who had been sent to the 
chamber following reports 
of 
threats to some members’ lives 
were withdrawn to r e s t o r e 
calm. 


Scranton’s 
signature 
but 
will 
make a $35 million annual in­ 
crease 
in 
employer contribu­ 
tions retroactive to Jan. I. In 
addition to the higher taxes, 
the bill seeks savings of $28 
million a year by cutting back 
benefits for low income work­ 
ers, 
chronically 
unemployed 
seasonal 
employes, 
working 
mothers and pensioners among 
others. Besides these efforts to 
build up the UC fund, it will 


boot 
the 
maximum 
weekly 
benefit by $5 to $45. 


Scranton 
said

know when the measure would 
be signed, noting it must be 
checked by the Justice Depart­ 
ment first.

Girl's Murder 
Boro Police Eye 
Hazleton Case 


Bristol Police are keeping a close watch on 
Hazleton because of the apparent sim ilarities of 
a slaying there and the, murder of 10-year-old 
Carol Ann Dougherty of Bristol. 


Carol was strangled in the choir loft of St. 
Mark’s Church, Bristol, in October of 1962. The 
slaying is still unsolved. 


Last Wednesday a nine-year-old Hazleton 
girl, Marise Chiverella, was found murdered at 
the bottom of an open strip mine several miles 
from her home. She had been raped and strangled. 


Chief Vincent Faragalli of Bristol Police 
said his department has been keeping in close 
touch with Pennsylvania State Police investigat­ 
ing (he Hazleton murder. 


“The state police are well aware of my 
case,’’ Faragalli said, “and will keep us ad­ 
vised should anything turn up in Hazleton which 
might have a bearing here.’’

In tne confusion, the cham ­ 
ber pushed through a motion 
adjourning until May 4 the spe­ 
cial session called to consider 
UG and five other topics.

merely making procedural and 
technical changes in the jobless 
pay law. Scranton said the ap­ 
proved bill could take effect 
without it. 


Later, the House Democratic 
caucus issued a statement cal­
